LONDON, June 23.—(AP) 
Great Britain warned Japan to- 
day that acts against British in 
blockaded Tientsin, described 
by Prime Minister Chamberlain 
as “‘intolerable insults,”’ must 
cease or action would be taken. 

The warning was given to 
Japanese Ambassador Mamoru 
Shigemitsu by Foreign Secre- 
tary Lord Halifax, who was said 
to have spoken in “the strongest 
possible terms.” 

A police guard was stationed at 
the Japanese ambassador's house 
in Grosvenor square tonight after 
there had been reports of suspi- 
cious actions by a motorist in the 
vicinity. 

Stripping Protested. 

(In Tientsin, the British consul- 
general sent a fresh protest to the 
Japanese against the stripping and | 
searching of British at concession 
barriers.

Warn UnlessAreas Obtain 
Relief by Fall They Will

County commissioners of 
Georgia yesterday renewed 
their fight for an extra session 
of the legislature before Sep- 
tember 1 to avert a financial 
crisis in the majority of the 
counties caused by loss of reve- 
nue from personal property and 
homestead exemptions, and 
warned that unless counties get 


relief they will be forced to 
raise ad valorem taxes in Septem- 
ber. These were other develop- 
ments: 
1. The board of managers of the 
Association of County. Commis- 
sioners, meeting in Atlanta, ap- 
pointed a committee to urge that 
the legislature reconvene and re- 
quested the Georgia Education 
Association and State Department 
of Public Welfare to co-operate by 
appointing similar committees. 
2. A separate committee was 
appointed to keep Governor Riv- 
ers advised on the acute situation | 
in the counties. 
Rivers Order Cited. 

3. An order from Governor Riv- : 
ers that all county contracts be’ 
discontinued added to the troubles 
of the counties and led many 
commissioners to believe, that con-° 

victs now maintained by the coun- 

ies Would have to be-turned back 
to the state. 

Named on the. special commit- 
tee seeking legislative action were 
W. E. Beverly, of Thomasville, 
chairman of the board of manag- 
ers; A. J. Keith, president of the 
association, and J. A. McCurdy, of 
Decatur, chairman of the organi- 
zation’s legislative committee. 

McCurdy said legislative action 
is necessary before September be- 
cause the county’ tax boards make 
up their tax levies around Sep- 
tember 1, 

Deficits Pointed Out. 

Because many of the counties 
have been looking hopefully for 
financial assistance, they have been 
carrying on their normal services 
and are now running deficits, Mc- 
Curdy pointed out. If relief is not 
forthcoming immediately, he ex- 
plained, the counties would have 
to increase their ad valorem taxes 
in September to take care of these 
deficits. 

If there has been no solution to 
the problem by next year the 
counties will be forced to make 
drastic curtailments in services, 
he said.

Carven Slab Purports To 
Reveal Burial Place of 
17 Members of Colony 
Lost in Year of 1591. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., June 23.— 
(P)—The roughly carved lettering 
of a granite slab that may prove 
to be the gravestone of Virginia 
Dare, first white child born in 
America, was disclosed today by 
Dr. H. J. Pearce, president of 
Brenau College. 


In addition to Virginia Dare, 
the stone bears the namés of her 
father, Ananias Dare, and of i5 
others presumably murdered by 
Indians in 1591, four years after 
they set foot on the new world. 
It is signed with the name of 
Eleanor Dare, mother of Virginia. 

Dr. Pearce said that if the au- 
thenticity of this and a companion 
stone now in the Brenau College 
museum can be established, the 
mystery of Sir Walter Raleigh’s 
famed “Lost Colony” will be near 
solution. 

One stone was found on the 
bank of the Chowan river near 
Edenton, N. C., in 1937, by a tour- 
ist. Its inscription purports to be 
a message from Eleanor Dare to 
her father, Governor John White, 
saying savages had slain all but 
seven of the colonists. It tells

The first stone found its way to 
Brenau through Dr. Pearce’s. son, 
Dr. H. J. Pearce Jr., a historian 
at Emory University. Its reference 
to a buirial stone spurred a search 
for the latter, and _ the second 
stone, unearthed recently, also 
found its way to Brenau. 

May Be Important Link. 

The Brenau president empha- 
sized that the college makes no 
claims for the stones, but is so 
impressed by their potential value 
to history that excavations will be 
undertaken soon in the vicinity 
where the second was found. The 
discovery of human remains Dr. 
Pearce pointed out, would be an- 
other step in welding a hitherto 
missing link in the early history of 
America. 

The carving on both stones is in 
what appears to be Elizabethan 
characters. On one side of the 
last-discovered one appears the 
following: 

‘“Heyr laeth Ananias Dare & 
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The crudely carven stone, shown left a

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WARPLANE OUTPUT 


‘Plan No B’ at Least Six 
Months Ahead of Its ~ 
Schedule. 


PARIS, June 23.—(4)—Produe 
tion of warplanes for the defense 
of France in event of a European 
conflict, under “Plan No. 5,” de- 
vised by Air Minister Guy La 
Chambre, is at least six months 
ahead of schedule, a spokesman 
for the air ministry said today. 

Moreover, new types of military 
planes of a secret nature not only 
are on drawing boards of aero- 
nautical engineers but in many in- 
stances already are being pro- 
duced experimentally prior to 
mass production. 

This announcement by Colonel 
Robert Le Petit, chief of the min- 
istry’s press section, was in keep- 
ing with the French “turn about 
face,’ signalizing what has been 
described generally as a revival of. 
national morale on the heels of 
recurring crises. 

Colonel Le Petit said “more than 
200 military planes a month” are 
being produced. ; 

“Plan No. 5” calls for a mini- 
mum of 2,500 first-line warplanes, 
backed by adequate reserves. 

A year ago, France had 55,000 
pilots and mechanics. Today she 
has 77,000. What proportion of 
that number is pilot personnel, 
Colonel Le Petit declined to say. 

Of the factories available for 
manufacture of warplanes, several 
can quadruple their production ‘in 
the event of war, the press sectjon 
spokesman said. 

Currently, six government- 
owned factories are working on 
planes, one government plant is 
producing motors and 20 private- 
ly-owned plants are at work on 
planes and motors.

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The British Debt 
_ Renewal of negotiations between the United 
States and Great Britain on the subject of the 
war debt owed by the latter country, will be 
welcomed by every citizen of both countries, 


in the hope that what has become a persistent ~ 


source of irritation may be, once and for all, 
settled in fairness to both. 

Few international issues have been so badly 
distorted or so generally misunderstood, by the 
average man, as this war debt. Demagogues 
and self-seeking jingoists on both sides of the 
Atlantic have seized it as ammunition to serve 
their ends, have misrepresented the facts in 
the case and have sought, chiefly through gen- 
efal public misunderstanding, to use it to stir 
up enmity. 

The history of this war debt is too involved 
for complete discussion here. It is one of the 
aftermaths of the World War, when Britain 
and the United States were allies, acting in 
closest co-operation for the defeat of the enemy. 

There has been no denial that a debt is 
owed to this country by Britain. It has been 
officially acknowledged and recognized many 
times. But to arrive at a perfectly just agree- 
ment as to gross amount, at this date, is a 
matter calling for the highest ability of ex- 
perts in finance. It is an agreement which, if 
it is to be just, can certainly not be left to the 
opinion of the man on the street or the argu- 
ments of either representatives in congress or 
members of parliament. 

In the first place it must be decided wheth- 
er the payment is to be made on a basis of 
the value of gold as it was at the time the debt 
was contracted, or as it is today. The United 
States supreme court, in a recent ruling in- 
volving a private citizen, held that the gold 


value must be computed as it was at the time . 


a debt was made. It would hardly be con- 
sistent to apply a different rule toward a friend- 
ly nation ag is applied to our own citizens. 

Fluctuations in exchange rates and in inter- 
est charges must also be considered. And, after 
every direct factor is thus considered and al- 
lowed for, international financial experts and 
diplomats should be allowed to pass upon the 
effect a large transfer of gold from Britain to 
the United States would have on world cur- 
rencies and international trade. Both finan- 
cial and commercial stability have been seri- 
ously disrupted by less cause than this. 

From the strictly material view it is quite 
within the bounds of possibility that payment 
of the British debt would prove more disad- 
vantageous than helpful to the United States 


and its people. 
However, if settlement can be worked out, 


the value in the intangibles of international | 


‘goodwill, better understanding and greater 
friendship will probably more than offset any 
resultant disadvantage. | 


Parking the Kids

Instead, they went shopping, 
attended college reunions, lunched downtown, 
took in the movies and occupied themselves 
very much otherwise than expected. - .

The Price of Honesty 


There is an old Chinese custom, a good one, 
too, whereby all debts must be paid or ad- 
justed satisfactorily at the beginning of the new 
year in March. And the Japanese are not loath 
to take advantage of this excellent practice, 
even to the extent of resorting to a form of 
highway robbery. 

Last New Year’s- Day the rising sun boys 
forbade the usual celebration at the annual 
settlement of affairs in Tientsin. But the oc- 
casion meant so much to the Chinese their 
Chamber of Commerce offered to pay for the 
privilege of carrying out the ancient custom. 
The stipend exacted was a half million dollars. 
It was promptly paid. 

The Jajanese are alive to every opportunity. 
Now, with the blockade in effect, the Chinese 
are not permitted to enter the foreign conces- 
sions to make traditional settlements during a 
three-day dragon water carnival. So the Jap- 
anese once again stand to profit by traditional 
Chinese honesty. An offer of $500,000, the price 
exacted last March for the privilege of going 
into a portion of what to all intents and pur- 
poses is their own country, was refused. The 
Japanese know their Chinese. They demanded 
$1,000,000 and will probably get it since the 
Chamber of Commerce within a few hours 
raised $800,000. 

China, as a living, enduring nation, has been 
forced to suffer indignities scarcely comparable 
to any country in history. Queerly enough most 
of these have been inflicted at the hands of 


‘those who insisted upon calling themselves 


friends—acting for the best interests and wel- 
fare of China. 

The Chinaman is a placid soul. He has been 
trained in the school of helpless obedience so 
long it is a national characteristic to take what 
comes with as little effort at resistance as pos- 
sible. “What’s the use?” has long been his na- 
tional theme song. Eventually, however, he 
will become aroused, if he is not in that state 
already. When that time comes all special 
privilege exacted from him by foreign nations 
during his long state of pliancy will come to 
an end, 


‘It Moaned All Night—”’ 


Ever since the days of primitive humanity 
no proverb has been more continuously ex- 
emplified as true than that which speaks of 
“man’s inhumanity to man.” It is difficult, 
today, as report after report on horrors in vari- 
ous portions of the globe are received, to. be- 
lieve that the forces of decency, striving to 
inculcate the teachings of charity and mercy, 
have made any headway against the practices 
of brutality. 

Examples of ‘callous indifference to human 
suffering are told from Europe, from Africa, 
from the islands of the sea and, even, from 
every section of the United States and other 
so-called civilized lands. 

For sheer brutality, however, nothing can 
surpass the actions of the Japanese in their 
atrocious “undeclared war” on the helpless 
civilians, women and children of the cities of 
China. 

Frank Price, writing of a series of bombing 
attacks upon the city of Chungking, two of 
which occurred while he was there, tells in vivid 
language a story of ghastly cruelty that turns 
the milk of human kindness to icy venom and 
stirs the gentlest soul to outrage. 

Writing of scenes within the Methodist Mis- 
sion hospital there, the night following one of 
these raids, he tells “There were people wounded 
from falling roofs, from shrapnel and flying 
debris: there were armless and legless people; 
there were cases of severe burning and profuse 
bleeding. ... One little child of six was brought 
in with two large wooden splinters buried in its 
eyes. Nothing could be done. It moaned all 
night and died the next day.” 

There are two other ancient sayings which 
may, perhaps, cast light both upon the inex- 
plicable policies and practices of Japan today 
and on the future fate of that nation. The 
first declares that those whom the gods would 
destroy they first make mad. 

And the second reads: “Though the mills 
of God grind slowly, yet they grind exceeding 
small.” 

Faith cannot believe an all-seeing and a 
just God can ever forget an innocent child*of 
six who “moaned all night and died the next 
day,” with hate driven splinters of wood deep 
in its baby eyes. 

Engineer Kettering says the mechanical 
wonders around us will shortly be junked for 
new wonders.

| Editorial of the Day 


THE PARANOIAC OF THE WORLD 
(From The Jacksonville Times-Union.) 


Diplomats having failed in curbing the man 
of Europe, whom someone has characterized as a 
“maniac with a mission,” the world, which since 
the World War has leaned heavily on the mental 
specialist for a remedy to some of its ailments, 
might listen to the. prognosis, case history and 
suggested treatment for the Nazi leader and his 
people, as advanced by two noted American psy- 
chiatrists. 

In the opinion of Dr. D. E. Messinger and Dr. 
M. K. Amdur, who appeared before the American 
Psychiatric Society, which was in annual session 
recently in Chicago, Nazi Germany is suffering 
from 2a “paranoid mass psychosis.” 

Of course, the correct treatment of Europe's 
mad man is what the world desires most to, know, 
but the prognosis and case history are equally in- 
teresting. 

“A people who a generation ago were frus- 
trated in their attempt to over-compensate for an 
innate feeling of inferiority by world conquest, 
refuses to face the fact of its defeat,” Dr. Amdur 
said of the Nazis. “Instead they install as their 
Fuehrer an uneducated paranoid psychopath, and 
accept as gospé] his delusions of racism and his 
anthropological phantasies. They project their in- 
adequacies on the traditionally despised minority 
of their population, blaming all their failures on 
the machinations of this small group and satisfy 
to some extent their lust for conquest and sadistic 
drives by a merciless persecution of this same 
group, meanwhile allaying their jealousies by 
expropriating all their worldly goods. Perhaps 

to some extent by the unveiled disgust 
of the civilized nations they resume their aggres- 
sions against their weakest neighbors, meanwhile 
protesting vehemently that it is themselves who 
are the victims of aggression or ‘encirclement’.”

THE CAPITAL. PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
COUGHLIN AND NEUTRALITY . WASHINGTON, June 23.— 


The news that Father 
Coughlin plans a violent outburst against revision of the neutrality 
act is not encouraging to believers in reasoned, intelligent debate 
on great public questions. The radio priest will whip his followers 
up into an orgy of blind, seething emotion. They will deluge con- 
gress with mail. And the timorous lawmakers, who react to articu- 
late minorities as maiden ladies do to mice, will be vastly disturbed. 

Possibly the néws is incorrect. If it is true, howéver, one can 
be certain that, while Father Coughlin is at work, reasoned and in- 
telligent debate will go unheard, while appeals to prejudice resound 
throughout the country. His anti-Semitic oratory, with all its 
poisonous nonsense about Jewish bankers financing the Russian 
revolution, has sufficiently demonstrated that the good father is 
careless of his facts. The emotions, and the blinder the better, are 
what he is after, and what he is adept at bringing into play. 

Of course, it’s extremely improbable that such protests as the 
father can invoke will do more than frighten congress for a little 
time. If one has any faith at all in the democratic process, one must 
suppose that, in the long run, the will of the country, and not of 
small groups of persons easily inflamed by violent speeches, is 
bound to prevail. Yet the Coughlinite protests will no doubt be 
hailed by Senator Bennett Champ Clark and other anti-revisionist 
leaders as the great national response which they have predicted. 


BEAUTIFUL SILENCE Meanyhile, however, the father’s com- 


ing outburst may prove to have a sil- 
ver lining. It is the logical successor to the other incidents of his 
career—the inflationist campaign, the attack on the World Court, 
the moment at the Townsendite convention when he tore off his 
priest’s collar, the opposition to repeal of the Spanish embargo, and 
his recent anti-Semitic onslaughts. Most of these doings have been 
profoundly disquieting to the great church of which Father Coughlin 
is a highly unrepresentative member. 

The father’s anti-Semitic speeches were quite sufficiently bad. 
They caused William Cardinal O'Connell, an able and usually taci- 
turn prelate, to say angrily, “There is no room for anti-Semitism 
in the Catholic heart.” The father will again be opening himself 
to the implication of serving the cause of Adolf Hitler, when he 
attempts to prevent removal of the neutrality act’s arms embargo. 
And that should overcome the church’s natural fear of seeming to 
impose censorship, and of martyrizing Coughlin. 

_ Catholic leaders, incensed that so mighty and wise an institu- 
tion as theirs should even seem to be represented by Coughlin’s 
talk, have*already caused his broadcasts to be subjected to a lim- 
ited censorship, as to matters of faith and morals. Now it is pos- 
sible that the church will act at last, returning the father to the 
strictly clerical position which he has so long failed to trouble him- 
self about. He may be heard on the air no more, when his broad- 
casting contract runs out in the fall. 


AND A TORY SQUIRE A pleasing contrast to the type of 

. lawmaker who will be frightened by 
Coughlin, and to the fighters against neutrality act revision who 
hope to benefit by his aid, is provided by such a man as Repre- 
sentative James W. Wadsworth, of New York. He is a Republican, 
and a thorough-paced conservative, but he is also a man who cares 
nothing for partisanship and votes on every issue as he believes the 
interests of his country dictate. 


Right or wrong, he is convinced that repeal of the arms em- 
bargo is an important and necessary step. Certainly he has a right 
to feel that the White House and the State Department have been 
unfairly dilatory in bringing on the debate on the neutrality act. 
Certainly he dislikes the third section in the new bill, which gives 
the President discretionary powers to outline “combat areas,” 
through which American ships may not pass. In that, it may be 
said, he is understood to be joined by important figures in the house 
and senate leadership. But his conviction as to repeal of the arms 
embargo will guide his course, 

Much as he detests the President’s entire domestic program, he 
would have no share in any such charge as that being made by 
many Republicans and some Democrats, that the President is trying 
to turn foreign affairs to his personal advantage. Even if he were 
heartily opposed to any neutrality act changes, he would not choose 
to accept the assistance of Father Coughlin. If there were more 
men of the same sort on both sides of the political fence, the country 
would be less troubled’ by its political revivalists and vendors of 
economic ‘snake oil.

An obscure French scientist, living in New England, decided to 
study the habits of certain moths and imported a few of them from 
Europe. They were kept in a glass jar, which was placed on the 
sill of an open window. 

There was an Irish matron who came in tWice a week to clean 
the house, and one fateful morning she struck the jar with a broom 
handle and dislodged it, so that it fell in the yard and broke. 

The scientist was frantic. He searched for the moths long and 


diligently, and at last recaptured most of them, but four or five or 


some such number never were seen again. 

Several years passed while nature set the stage for the second 
act. Then the people of that region awoke one morning to find 
worms in incredible numbers devouring their trees. One of the 
worst of man’s enemies was established in America for all time 
to come. 

Millions of dollars have been spent in fighting the moths, and 
the war must go on, regardless of cost, as long as our civilization 
lasts, for the invaders would multiply and devour the country if 
they were unchecked. 

That experience taught our government to be watchful, but it 
failed to impress two individuals who were ardent but unwise 
lovers of birds. 

In different years, and unknown to one another, each imported 
from England a small flock of starlings. One set is supposed to 
have died, but the other—nine birds or nine pair—found our climate 
congenial. They have multiplied like Ellis Parker Butler’s pigs. 

Starlings aren’t a new pest. The state papers of Scotland include 
a petition addressed to the first James, begging him to help kill the 
starlings that devoured the farmers’ crops. 

In our country they seem to prefer town life. In many cities 
the people in quiet residence sections are driven frantic by chattering 
flocks that number thousands. Police and fire departments fight 
them in vain. 

Wherever they appear—and they are rapidly covering the nation 
—they survive all hardships and become so numerous that native 
song birds are driven away. I don’t know the reason; perhaps, like 
devouring swarms of locusts, they rob other birds of their food 
supply. In any case they are hateful pests, and apparently we shall 
have them in increasing number forever. 

What has all of this to do with you? Well, you wish to be 
wholly free. You think it unfair if you can’t do just as you please. 

The scientist and the bird importers intended no harm. Living 
in a free country, they merely exercised their right to do as they 
pleased. And most of the evils that now burden our country and 
make life less pleasant can be traced back to some free person who 
did as he pleased without regard for the effect it would have on 
other people. 

Freedom is a responsibility, and nobody can be trusted with it 
or deserves it unless he has enough understanding to enjoy it 
without doing any harm to others. Love, ai

Georgia Court Reprimands Stephens 


Claimant to Chief Jus- 
tice’s Office of State 
Body Ordered To Cease 
Interfering in Routine. 


The Georgia supreme court or- 
dered Monroe Stephens, Blue 
Ridge lawyer, yesterday to cease 
his efforts to interfere with the or- 
derly processes of that court in 
connection with his claim that he 
was elected chief justice in the 
June 6 election. 

The order was issued shortly be- 
fore John S. Wood, of Canton, 
former member of congres, made 
forma] demand for the office of 
attorney general, only to be told 
firmly by Attorney General Ellis 
Arnall that the post was not va- 
cant, - 


Both Stephens and Wood base 
their claims on write-in votes re- 
ceived in the June 6 election. The 
name of Stephens was written in 
814 times, while Wood received 
moer than 3,500 votes. Governor 
Rivers barred their names from 
the printed ballot on the basis of 
an opinion by the late Attorney 
General M. J, Yeomans that a 
chief justice and attorney general 
can be elected only at the general 
election in November, 1940. 

Two Chat Pleasantly. 

Arnall was in his office when 
Wood arrived yesterday and the 
two men chatted pleasantly for 
some time. Later Arnall said 
Wood was “a nice fellow” and that 
“we both want to see the issue 
settled. If there is any possible 
cloud on my title to office I want 
to see it lifted.” 

Wood laughed and said he was 
“not shocked” by Arnall’s stand. 
He then announced he would ap- 
pear before Superior Judge Lee 
B. Wyatt at LaGrange to ask per- 
mission to file quo warranto pro- 
ceedings against Arnall in the lat- 
ter’s home county, Coweta. 

Arnall said he would accept 
service of the suit as soon as it was 
filed and added “If there is any 
cloud on this office, I will be glad 
to see it removed.” 

Wood, unsuccessful opponent in 
the 1938 Democratic primary 
against Yeomans, announced his 
candidacy for the June 6 election 
to fill Yeomans’ unexpired term. 
Arnall, commissioned by Governor 
Rivers as attorney general when 
Yeomans resigned last January, 
did not offer for office, contending 
Yeomans had ruled an attorney 
general could not be elected in the 
off-year general election. 

Neither Qualify. 

Neither Arnall nor Chief Justice 
Charles S. Reid qualified for the 
June 6 vote after it became clear 
that the Governor would bar 
names of candidates for the of- 
fices they hold. 

The order was served upon Ste- 
phens by the sheriff of the su- 
preme court and pointed out that 
there are legal processes which 
should be pursued in connection 

-with any claim Stephens might 
think he has to the chief justice- 
ship. 

The order was issued after a 
brief session of the supreme court 
in which all members éxcept 
Chief Justice Charles S. Reid par- 
ticipated. 

Stephens appeared at the su- 
preme court chambers in the cap- 
itol severa] days ago with a com- 
mission issued by a notary pub- 
lic, and announced his intention. 
of taking over the office of chief 
justice. He also issued orders for 
a revision of duties of the court’s

NELSON EXECUTED 


Father, in Chair, Denies In- 
surance Plot, Protests 
Love for Boy.

REIDSVILLE, Ga., June 23.— 
(P)—Tavern Keeper Harvey Nel- 
son died in the electric chair at 
Tattnall prison today for the 
“draw-a-straw” insurance slaying 
of his 12-year-old son, J. C. 

The first charge of electricity 
jolted through his body at 12:13, 
and he was pronounced dead seven 
minutes later. 

Ten minutes before the first 
shock, attendants lifted the death 
mask from Nelson’s head when he 
indicated he wished to make a 
statement. The bald, illiterate 
roadhouse operator then calmly 
repeated the same denial of guilt 
he had sobbed out through the 
hours preceding his transfer to the 
death chamber. 

“IT loved my boy and I wouldn’t 
have killed him. ...” 

Nelson walked to the chair 
steadily, nattily dressed in white 
shirt and trousers and white kid 
shoes. His eyes were red from 
weeping, but he spoke to several 
persons he recognized among the 
witnesses. 

Denies Killing to Officers. 

Two of the officers present, J. 
G. DeLoach, Ware county police- 
man, and John Henderson, Ware 
deputy sheriff, were summoned to 
the chair by Nelson when attend- 
ants lifted the death mask. To 
both, he reiterated his denials. 

He requested that his son Oadis, 
16, claim his body and “bury me 
in Waycross.”

U. S. To Swap Surplus Cotton 
For Great Britain’s Rubber 


Kennedy. Concludes Deal 
of Mutual Benefit With- 
out Affecting Market. 


LONDON, June 23.—(#)—Am- 
bassador Joseph P. Kennedy esti- 
mated tonight that the British- 
American exchange deal complet- 
ed today enabled the United States 
to get rid of $30,000,000 worth of 
surplus cotton and receive rubber 
which would have cost the United 
States $36,000,000. 

“We would have had to pay at 
least 20 per cent more for our rub- 
ber than we will now under this 
deal,” Kennedy said. 

The deal almost broke down two 
days ago when a dispute arose 
over the price at which the United 
States cotton should be sold. The 
British wanted it sold at the aver- 
age price for the period between 
January 1 and May 1, 1939. 

Kennedy held out for the aver- 
age price between January 1, 1939, 
and today. When the British con- 
ceded the point, the United States 
gained around $600,000. 

Much Opposition Here. 

Kennedy and Oliver Stanley, 
president of the Board of Trade, 
signed the agreement at the Board 
of Trade today, and despite Brit- 
ish and American assurances that 
the two governments would do ev- 
erything to keep the deal from af- 
fecting the commercial market, 
there was a great deal of opposi- 
tion here. 

Some British colonial govern- 
ments object because they have 
cotton to sell. Speculators do not 
like it because there is a “no-spec- 
ulation” clause in the agreement. 
Cotton and rubber dealers do not 
like it because nobody got any 
commissions out of the deal. 

The agreement will be handled 
here under the ministry supply 
bill, now before parliament. 

Kennedy gave Senator Byrnes, 
Democrat, South Carolina, credit 
for arranging the deal, but at the 
Board of Trade Kennedy himself 
was praised for putting it over. 
It nearly broke down four or five 
times, one official said. 

Kennedy said _ this 
strictly a “barter” deal.

“Haven of the Spirit,” by Merrill Denison, 


which is the story of Roger Williams’ defense of 
a Quaker woman who had been thrown out of 
the Massachusetts colony because of her Quaker- 
ism, might well be dealing with our own prob- 
lems, for the same spirit is rampant in the United 
ory of today and Roger Williams’ voice needs to be heard in our 


“Seeing the Elephant,” by Dan Totheroh, is perhaps a little less 
pertinent to the moment, for we are more familiar with the courage 
displayed by those who made the trip across the continent to Cali- 
fornia in '49. Yet, the spirit of the mother in this play made me 
think immediately of the mother in “Grapes of Wrath,” so we have 
not left the “Forty-niners” so very far behind us. 

‘Ship Forever Sailing,” by Stanley Young, deals with the com- 
pact signed on board the Mayflower, a bit of history which we do 


not think about enough. 


“We'd Never Be Happy Otherwise,” by 


E. P. Conkle, is a defense of the freedom of the press in an era 
when it cost a man his life to print that in which he believed. Noth- 
ing as drastic as that will probably be demanded of any citizen 
today, and yet I have seen the day when a man had to choose be- 
tween his beliefs and their expression and financial ruin. 

I feel that to produce these plays in connection with the study 
of American history would be an extremely valuable way of point- 
ing the moral of our past and reminding us that rights once won 
have to be preserved by the same kind of watchfulness and care 


which our forefathers exercised. 


I have not as yet said anything about the death of Miss Grace 
Abbott, but I feel that I want to pay a tribute to one of the great 
women of our day. Much of the success of the Children’s Bureau

Trench foot, athlete’s foo:, foot 
itch, ringworm, tricophytosis, der- 
matomycosis, tinea, was one of the 
most common subjects of inquiry 
a few years ago. Now days go by 
without an inquiry about this con- 
dition. I infer that people are 
avoiding exposure by taking the 
trouble to wear slippers or other 
foot covering when waiking about 
the floor of swimming pool places, 
gymnasiums or when walking on 
the ground at beaches or wherever 
people go barefoot. Probably the 
general practice of requiring pa- 
trons of such places to step into a 


footbath of one or another para- 


sitidal or fungicidal solution has 
helped to reduce the prevalence of 
foot itch. 

The condition is due to the 
growth of a fungus in the skin. 
This fungus is present in fine 
scales that drop off from the af- 
fected skin. The scales readily con- 
vey the fungus to the skin of the 
next person to tread on the spot 
barefoot. 

The fungus may live in the lin- 
ing of the shoe or in the stocking 
for days, weeks or months. 

Whenever any treatment is ap- 
plied for the relief or cure of foot 
itch, it is necessary to treat the 
linings of all shoes that have been 


‘ worn since contracting the disease. 


If this is not done, reinfection is 


quite likely. Reinfection may oc-| 


cur when shoes are worn again 
after an interval of several months 


|—sSay some white shoes put away 
'at the end of a summer season and 


worn again the next season. 

One good fungicide for the lin- 
ing of shoes is plain gasoline (not 
fancy stuff). Pour an ounce or two 
in each shoe, swish it about to 
moisten the whole lining of the 
toes particularly, and drain it into 
the next shoe, and then set the 
shoes in an open air place to dry. 

Another good fungicide, which 
is also excellent for correcting foul 
odor when there is excessive 
sweating of the feet, is formalde- 
hyde. Formaldehyde is strong 
stuff and will burn and irritate 
skin if applied undiluted. The

Ermine, Braid and Medals in Splendid Array Color Lord 
Mayor’s Luncheon To Welcome Tired Monarch 
and His Queen. 


LONDON, June 23.—(?)—The 
symbolic splendor of the “welcome 
home” luncheon given. King 


George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
today by the lord mayor of Lon- 
don was a pleasant eyeful. 

The reception, in American 
terms, resembled a cross between 
ladies’ night at a chamber of com- 
merce and dress uniform night at 
one of the higher degree lodges. 

There were a score of members 
of the common council in dark 
blue silk robes trimmed with 
ermine, who served as ushers as 
those introduced were. escorted 
down the aisle between the seated 
guests to the lord mayor’s throne. 

Braid and Glitter. 

There were members of parlia- 
ment in what appeared to be 
heavily - braided admiral’s uni- 
forms, and admirals of the fleet 
so rich with trimmings themselves 
that they resembled something out 
of Gilbert and Sullivan. 

Generals abounded and most of 
the members of the cabinet were 
there in court dress. Heroes of 
the World War were so heavily 
laden with medals their shoulders 
sagged. In fact there was gold 
braid and scarlet trimming and 


decoration to shame the rainbow 
and a plume for every cocked hat. 

The luncheon itself was served 
in the great hall, a massive Gothic 
room with high: timbered .ceiling 
and stained glass windows. It was 
a cool room in which the guests 
had to depend for heat on five 
kinds of wine and brandy which 
came with the luncheon.

Passing of Atlanta Land- 
mark Brings Sighs to 
Old Timers, Sentimen- 
tally Recall Yesteryears.

Five simple words in plain white 
on a Peachtree store win- 
dow caused a sentimental catch 
in the throats of hundreds of At- 
lantans as they were swept along 
ase in the pedestrian cur- 


The sign read curtly: 
ALL FIXTURES 
FOR SALE 
INSIDE. 

To those Atlantans, it was a 
cruel epitaph for Nunnally’s, the 
glamorous fountairf-head of years 
gone by on that romantic plaza 
where Peachtree, Broad and 
Luckie streets converge, where all 
Atlanta met after the show, where 
it was most necessary that any- 
one who was anyone in young At- 
lanta be seen in mid-afternoon. 

Store Closes. 

To the Nunnally’s who continue 
with the candy business which 
bears their name, it means simply 
the closing of “the store.” 

Winship Nunnally admitted yes- 
terday that his company had per- 
mitted one of Atlanta’s most ro- 
mantic landmarks to pass into ob- 
livion but argued that “it won't 
be long before we give Atlanta 
something she really deserves for 
our business, you know, as all 
other businesses, must keep step 
with modern progress.” 


To that middle-aged strata of | 


Atlanta’s men and women, how- 
ever, the passage of Nunnally’s, as 


they knew it in the good old days, 
earlier in this century, means the 
passage of one of the last links 
with the romance of youth. 


Middle-Agers Stop. 

Today's youth swept past along 
the sidewalk yesterday, indifferent 
to the heartbreaking meaning be- 
hind those simple words announc- 
ing the sale of fixtures, 

Middle age, however, stopped 
abruptly, stared in disbelief and 
then shuffled on, sighing. 

One woman marched up to the 
open door, viewed the disorder of 
chairs and tables piled in the mid- 
die of the floor and called plain-. 
tively to R. L. Beck, who is su- 
pervising the dismemberment: 

“Aw, really, Nunnally’s isn’t 
leaving us, is it?” 

Beck nodded sorrowfully.
